= Here you may perceive, that all the Attempts made to the North-Weſt, were made in 
ſeveral Bays 3 and indeed the whole Sea it ſelf, where the Paſſage was expected to be 
found, is but one great Bay, which receives great quantities of Ice out of many freſh- 
water Rivers that empty themſelves into it, and fo this Sea or great Bay delivers it in- 
to Hudſon's Straits, which makes that ſo unpaſſable. And the attempted Paſſage by 
the North-Eaſt is found but a great freſh-water Bay, which alſo receives the Ice of ma- 
ny freſh-water Rivers into it, and ſo makes that unpaſſable: as appears by the Copy of 
that Letter ſeat from Muſcovy to Amſterdam, and from Amſterdam to Mr.Oldenburgh, 
Secretary to the Royal Society, which he publiſhed in Tra»ſa@. 101. which I alfo ſet 
forth in my Brief Diſcourſe of the Paſſage by the North-Pole to Japan, China, & c. to 
either of which I refer you. 
Beſides theſe pertormed by Englifh men, there have been other attempts made for the 
finding of a Paſſage to Japan, China, &c. both by the Danes, and Dutch ; but the Datch 
have made the faireſt Progreſs therein: For one William Barents being ſatisfied that no 
Paſſage was between Nova Zembla and the Main, ſteered his Courſe to the Northwards 
of Nova Zembla, and ſailed into the Tartarian Sea about 2 or 300 leagues beyond Nova 
Zembla; and had doubtleſs failed through, had not the Dutch Eaſt-India Company (a- 
E gainſt whoſe intereſt it was corrupted him, and taken him off the proſecution. 
= They have alſo made ſuch other Navigations from the Eaſt- Indies, as may in my opi- 
nion ſatisfie any conſiderate underſtanding perſon of a Paſſage; and more eſpecially 
S the Navigations of two Ships, whoſe Journals have come to my hands. One was a Ship 
"E=ſent from Batavia, to diſcover beyond Japan to the Nortbwards, becauſe of reports they 
had in Batavia of Gold and Silver- mines to be in Ted ſo, or ſome Countries or Iſlands a- 
bout it; which ſhip having failed ſomewhat beyond Ted/o,in their Journal they write, 
that to their great amazement they found themſelves in the Tartarian Ocean. This Sen- 
tence I did perceive, by the ſcope of the whole Journal, was writ without deſigne, nay, 
not ſo much as reflection upon a Paſſage; and therefore I think it may be accepted he 
truth. |
